The grants, of course, will not be made in 
respect of houses for which a grant was 
i made under last year’s Act, or in respect of 
buildings in t of which payments have 
been made ins am the Damage to Property 
Act. Instalments of a grant may be paid 
on the completion of specified portions of a 
house, every grant to a ‘ocal 
authority shall be paid by instalments. 

Local authorities (including County Coun- 
cils) may make further grants up to the 
amounts given. by the Government to 
individuals and public utility societies. They 
may take a loan, not exceeding twice the 
amount of the grant, and they may grant, 
sell or lease land at prices below those that 
could be obtained in the open market. 

Moreover, it. will be within the power of 
local authorities to make valuable conces- 
sions regarding the rates built under the 
bill. In the first year nineteen-twentieths of 
the rates may be remitted, in the second year 
ighteen-twentieths, and so on ulAil in the 
twentieth year the full rates are payable. 

Where erection or reconstruction is not 
completed within 18 months from the 
passing of the Act, and the time ‘has been 
extended, the grant may be reduced by one- 
tenth for every month from the expiration of 
the 18 months to the date of actual com- 
pletion. '
